ANOTHER FEE RAISE 

The proposal that students' fees bè raised by $3.50 in order that 
,athletic events be sponsored without charge to members of the Stu- 
dents' Society has a great deal of appeal. However, this appeal is 
limited to a minority of. students who attend athletic events actively, 
and even to this group the offer is not as lucrative on second consi- 
deration as it is on first. 

The proposal attempts to do three things. First it proposes to 
give the Students' Athletic Council more power in administring 
athletic activities. Second it hopes, by making athletic activities free, 
to initiate more interest and greater attendance. Tjhird it speciously 
attempts to give the students something for nothing. 

To the -first we must answer that we agree that the SAC 
should wield more power. However we think this power should be 
gained through negotiations with the University authorities, rather 
than by a raise'of students'. fees. To the second our reply is that the 
effect on student participation is grossly exaggerated. People do not 
keep pway from the activities because of the nominal price of admis- 
sion, but rather because they lack the interest. As an example, wit- 
ness the basketball games which, though they are free, are among 
th most poorly attended events on the campus. Compare this with 
the football games, where, though there is a charge, 4000, of a 
possible 5000, student tickets are sold. 

To the third argument we can only list the material benefits 
in this order: Three football games for a total of $1.50; three Athle- 
' tics Nights at $1 .00 each; 6 hockey gomes at $0.25 each; three 
Union tea dances at $0.25 each; one pep rally at $0.25 each. We 
would hazard that the most active individuals on the Campus (800 
students) would benefit approximately $3.75 worth (football games, 
two athletics nights and one of the others). Another 1000 would pro- 
bably receive under- $3.00 worth while the majority would receive, 
in return, under $200. These figures are, of course, open to conten- 
tion, but we feel that they are representative. 

We must admit that for us the scheme sounds like a sound 
capital investment. However, we disagree with the principle involved 
— that of making a majority of students pay for benefits that only 
a minority will realize. 

The matter is scheduled to come up before a Students' Society 
meeting on Monday. We should ask, before your decision, that you 
consider'an analogous situation: Would you approve of a $3.50 fee 
raise.which will provide the Annual to every member of the Students' 
Society? We ask that you weigh these conflicting arguements care- 
fully and make a decision that will be compatible with individual 
conscience. 



A PLEA FOR PROGRESS 

Throughout human history, men have stoutly resisted progress. 
Every new idea or new invention has been opposed by the conserva- 
tives of the era. This is as true today as it has always been. 

It was years before people would believe that the world was 
round, or that the Earth rotated about the sun. There seems to be 
something in human nature that resists progress and new ideas. Men 
have balked at the introduction of such things as airplanes, women's 
rights, television, Prohibition and probably even indoor plumbing. If 
.a thing is new, they will find a reason for disliking it. 

We mention, this now because of derogatory comments we hove 
recently heard about a comparatively new, exceedingly confortable, 
but certainly much maligned institution: the knee sock. If seems that 
most men prefer women to wear nylon stockings and high heels. Not 
realizing that they are merely following the human pattern and re- 
sisting progress in the shape — or lack of it — of a new idea, they 
pretend that their preference, stems from aesthetic considerations. 

For their benefit and guidance, may we point out that when the 
automobile was invented, thete were undoubtedly many conservatives
